President Of TWCA 


Carl W. Riehn of Plano, executive 
director and general manager of the

Texas 
Municipal

District, was elected president and 
presented to the membership during 
the 33rd annual meeting of the Texas 
Water Conservation Assn. held in San 
Antonio this weekend. 
The TWCA acts in a semi-official 
advisory capacity to the Congress, the 
Texas Legislature, and governmental 
agencies charged with m atters 
pertaining to water quality, river and 
harbor development, flood control, 
navigation, irrigation and reclam- 
mation, land and water recreation, 
conservation, and related land and 
water oriented activities. 
The association held a three-day 
meeting, with speakers primarily on 
energy, environment, and con­ 
servation problems. Policies of the 
association were adopted, taking 
positions on the major concerns of 
those interested in water resource 
development and conservation on the 
Federal and State levels. 
Primary emphasis was placed on 
the need for more cooperation bet­ 
ween 
Congress 
when 
defining 
Legislative terms as law and in 
holding public hearings for public 
participation prior to Congressional 
adoption of Legislation that effects 
citizen, local, and state activities in 
providing water for beneficial uses 
and purposes. 
The association further urged the 


State Legislature to establish a state 
policy regarding the effects of water 
resource projects on Fish and Wildlife 
Habitat Mitigation that would assign 
responsibility and provide statutory 
authority for carrying out authorized 
types of wildlife land mitigation 
measures. 
“The North Texas Municipal Water 
D istrict and other m ajor w ater 
suppliers look to and work with the 
association to assist in formulating 
positions on major legislation before 
the Texas Legislature and the Federal 
Congress, therefore, we are pleased

Although most people hold 
all spiders in contempt two 
species which are of par­ 
ticular concern to residents 
of Texas are the brown 
recluse spider and the black 
widow spider 
It is true thai these two 
spiders 
deserve 
helthy 
respect for their ability to 
inflict pain and suffenng, 
but they should not 
be 
viewed as a cause for panic 
Despite what some people 
may think, neither of these 
spiders is aggressive They 
do not stalk around at night 
seeking out some poor soul 
into whom they will sink 
their fangs 
They are both very shy. 


usally biting w-hen they are 
trapped in clothing or when 
their immediate habitat is 
distrubed in some way by 
man 
The brown recluse and the 
black widow differ greatly in 
appearance 
The brown recluse varies 
in color from orange-yellow 
to dark brown, and its body 
is covered short hair It has 
long 
legs 
which 
are 
somewhat darker than the 
body. 
The 
m ost 
distinguishing characteristic 
is the dark. violin-shaped 
marking on the spider's head 
region, from which it gets its 
nicknam e of "fiddleback 
spider ” 
The black widow, on the 
other hand, is jet black, with 
a ch ara c teristic reddish- 


orange spot on the underside 
of the abdomen The spot 
usually 
resem bles 
an 
hourglass 
in 
shape 
Im m ature fem ales 
may 
have light streaks on the 
abdomen 
Males 
are 
considerably 
smaller than females and 
also have light streaks on the 
abdomen The abdomen of 
the black widow is globular 
and appears to be hairless 
The jumping spider, which is 
very hairy and sometimes 
black with red markings on 
the abdomen, should not be 
confused with the black 
widow 
The bite of the brown 
recluse spider is best known 
for the tissue necrosis which 
results. Depending on the 
amount of venom injected.

By Optometrists 
Eye Care Discussed 


What goes into a child’s 
eye examination? Is it the 
same as an adult’s? How can 
parents be sure that their 
child is getting an adequate 
examination in this health 
care area? 
The optometrists of Plano 
are attempting to answer 
these questions for con­ 
sumers as part of its 
celebration of the 50th an­ 
niversary of Save Your 
Vision Week, March 6-12. 
“With health care costs 
rising so rapidly, it is im­ 
portant for parents to know 
when to get their child’s eyes 
examined and what to look 
for 
in 
a 
complete 
examination,” Dr. Tom G. 
Beall said. “Proper vision 
care at an early age usually 
will nip most serious vision 
problems in the bud and 
eliminate the need to pay for 
e x p e n siv e , 
p ro lo n g e d 
treatment at a later date 
when the condition has 
grown w orse.” 
According to Dr. Beall, 
three is the usual age for a 
first vision examination. 
Some younger children may 
need earlier care if such 
conditions as crossed eyes or 
congenital cataracts are 
noted or if their behavior 
indicates a possible seeing 
problem. 
“ Parents 
m ust 
never 
judge their child’s vision 
examination by their own,” 
Dr. Beall said. “A child is 
not a miniature adult. In a 
child’s vision examination, 
the optometrist considers 
visual difficulties in terms of 
growth factors.” 
In 
a 
child’s 
vision 
examination, the doctor of 
optometry should: 
—Provide 
a 
com­ 
prehensive examination on 
the 
first 
visit. 
(The 
examination itself will take 
about 30 to 45 minutes. In 
addition, parents should 


allow 30 minutes for an in­ 
terview with the doctor. 
Sometimes, this interview is 
done on a day preceeding the 
examination.); 
—Take a case history of 
family health, facts of 
child’s birth (prem ature, 
etc.), developmental history 
(sat up, crawled, etc.), 
child’s health history, and 
child’s 
behavior 
(This 
history may be taken in 
advance of the examination 
day.); 
Schedule an appointment 
for a time when the child is 
not tired; 
—Examine the interior of 
the eyes for signs of certain 
eye or systemic diseases, 
such as diabetes; 
—Test 
visual 
acuity 
(ability to see sharply and 
clearly at near and far 
distances) and measure the 
refractive state of the eyes 
(to 
determ ine 
near­ 
sightedness, farsightedness 
or astigmatism); 
—Check eye coordination 
and eye muscle function to 
be certain the child’s eyes 
are working together as a 
team; 
—Determine the ability of 
the child’s eyes to change 
focus easily from near to far 
and vice versa; 
—Check 
for 
any 
in­ 
dications of crossed eyes; 
—Check for any indication 
that the child is not using one 
eye; 
—Test depth perception; 
—Administer motor tests 
to 
check 
eye-hand-foot 
coordination; 
—Determine the child’s 
dominant eye; 
If the case history in­ 
dicates a need, adminster a 
series of tests to determine 
whether 
or 
not 
the 
development of the child’s 
vision skills is normal. (Such 
tests may include building 
with blocks, copying forms

Use tape to 
mend torn suede

of his suede jacket. This is an L shaped te a r but not on a 
seam so I would like to know if there is anything I could 
do to fix it as it has hardly been worn and it would be a 
sham e to throw it away. — S M. 
DEAR S.M. — If the tear is in a spot where a patch 
woald seem logical, as on the elbow, you might apply a 
suede patch to each elbow so it would look as they were 
intended to be there. If not, I would get a durable tape 
with adhesive on only one side (like carpet tape) and lay 
under the tear, pull edges close together and press in 
place with the fingers. Of course a line will show along 
the tear, but if neatly pulled together the jacket should 
be wearable. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I am answering N S. regarding her not be­ 
ing able to get checks cashed because of inadequate identifica­ 
tion as she does not have a driver s license. Here in California 
one can go to the n earest Dept, of M otor Vehicles and apply 
for an identification card. For three dollars they will issue a 
card sim ilar to a d riv er’s license, com plete with picture and 
signature.
